1 . Claims 16-23 are pending in the instant application.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Michael G. Savage (32596) on August 31, 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

Regarding claim 16, in line 6, "enabled partial filters" is replaced by -activated 
partial filters-, in line 10, "having m*n chips" is replaced by -having m chips-, and, in 
line 17, "N>n>1" is replaced by -N>2; n>1-. 

Regarding claim 17, in lines 2-3, "based upon reliability information such as 
signal-to-noise ratio and signal-to-interference ratio of the received signal" is replaced 
by -based upon reliability information of the received signal--.

Claims 16-23 renumbered respectively as claims 1-8 are allowed because the 
prior art of record does not disclose or obviate a matched filter having a control means 
to activate or deactivate N partial filters, apply to the N partial filters, based upon a time 
width of effective paths included in a received signal, divided portions of a spreading 
code sequence and a received signal sequence and a first and a second adder means 
to add the outputs of the activated partial filters and integrate the outputs of the first 
adder means.
